Jones faces long odds in Clinton appeal 


WASHINGTON (AP) — ■ Paula Jones faces 
long odds in seeking to get her sexual-harass- 
ment lawsuit against President Clinton back 
on track, legal experts said Thursday. 

. "T d put my money on the judge’s dismissal 

of her case being sustained,” said Chch,

Added American University law professor 
‘Z John B. Q:rn “Generally, you’ve got to start 
I* with the assumption that the ti^ judge got it 
right. There’s just less of a chance a summary 
judgment will be overturned.” 

Appearing at a Dallas news conference 
Thursday, Mrs. Jones said she would ask the 
8th US. Circuit Court of Appeals to overturn 
1 . an April 1 ruling in whi^ US. District Judge 
• Susan Webber Wright’s threw out her law- 


suit Her lawyers plan to file the required 
notice of apped sooiL 

Throughout 1997, on appeal’s most typical 
lifespan In the 8th Circuit court — from 
notice of appeal to final disposition — was 
just under 10 months. Donovan Campbell, 
one of Mrs. Jones’ lawyers, guessed that the 
appeal in very atyirical case would take 
sue to 12 months to resolve. 

After the nodee of appeal is filed, the 
will be assigned to a tlu^judge panel and it 
wiU issue a schedule for the submission of 
written legal briefs. Some months down the 
road, lawyers for both sides will argue before - 
the panel. A decision will follow. . ..iJ 

' The financial cost of appealing — aside 
from lawyer fees — is far from staggering. 
The appeals court charges a nominal filing 
fee; printing costs will be greater. Mrs. 
Jones is not expected to bear any of the 
costs. The Rutherford Institute, a 


Charlottesville, Va.-based foundation, is 
footing the bill. 

Mrs. Jones’ legal team is attempting to 
buck a dc^e-long trend izi federal courts of 
killing lamuits, especially employment-bias 
disputes, before they reach a jury. 

But in reviewing Wright’s nuing, the 6th 
Circuit court will give no'reol defermice to 
her findings. “As to matters of law, the 
appeals court will say we have as good a view 
os Judge Wright had,” Cheh said. "I would 
think that Mrs. Jones’ best chance would be 
the appeals court finding the judge took too 
narrow a view of what ihcgal harass- 
ment is.” 

William Amlong, a Fort Lauderdale, Fla., 
lawyer who represents plaintiffs in sexual- 
harassment eases, believes Wright was wrong 
when ruling that Mrs. Jones’ allegations, even 
if true, don't add up to a “hostile environ- 
ment” ease of sexual harassment.

In a case that drew national 
attention, authorities alleged that 
dozens of children were raped or 
molested ^ two sex rings in 1994 
and 1995 in the Wenatchee area, 
a community of about 35,000 in- 
central Washington. 

Of 28 people charged in the 
investigation, 14 pleaded guilty, 
five were convicted, three were 
acquitted and charges were dis- 
missed or greatly reduced against 
six others. One of the convictions 
was overturned by on appellate 
coun, resulting in on additional 
guilty plea to lesser charges. 

Critics maintain that prosecu- 
tors, an ovcrzcalous Perez and 


obsessed social workers stirred 
up hysteria, coaxed children mm 
accusations and bullied bewil- 
dered, poorly educated adults 
into confessions.

But now other Navajo veterans 
seeking traditional healing will 
be reimbursed for medicineman 
expenses in an agreement signed 
thb week between the federal 
go\-enunent and the tribe. 

John Fears, director of the (^1 
T. Hayden VA Medical Center in 
Phoenix, said his office’s agree- 
ment only opplics to Navajo vet- 
tarans, although be would consid- 
er providing benefits to other 
Arizona tribtt’ veterans if they 
are interested. 

The program covers tbc cost of 
a medidne man for cenain cere- 
monies approved by the VA, 
ranging from S$0 to 5750. Other 
related costs, such as food or 
dancers for longer ceremonies, 
arc not covered. 

Fears said he had been dis- 
cussing the program with tribal 
offidals over the past three years 
and began a pilot program 18 
months ago that has so for cost 
about $10.00a

Fiddlers 


People who don’t know much 
about clasricnl music but want to 
leom often start by listening to a 
melodious Tchaikovsky sympho- 
ny or a lush Rachmaninoff con- 
certo. Listening to chamber 
music would never occur to them 
because it’s so widely stigmatized 
os boring and abstract 

But chamber music is actually 
easy to understand and chjoy. 
Intimacy Is Its chief allure. It’s 
usually for a handful of players, 
and each has a unique part, 
rather than playing or sin^g the 
same port os other pt^rfonners, os 
in a chorus or the string section of 
an orchestra.

earliest chamber music was writ- 
ten to be sung. In 16ih century 
Italy and England, small groups 
woud get together to sing madri- 
gals (poems set to music with two 
voice-parts). Others played soft- 
voiced viols for the “table musSc” 
favored by the nobility ot 'ditmer 
in the 1600s. 

Today, chamber music is more 
often heard in 50- to SOO^t con- 
cert halls, and a chamber work 
may be for one person (a piano 
sonata) or for as many os 20 (a 
chamber orchestra). Ihc combi- 
^ Rations arc endless. Besides 
string quartets, there ore wood- 
wind or brass quintets, trios (most 
often piano, violin and cello), 
septets and octets for strings, 
winds or brass; guitar duos, per- 
cussion ensembles. 

But the string quartet (two vio- 
lins, viola and ^o), is the classic 
ensemble. Nearly every great 
composer — even opera-minded 
Verdi — wrote one. But Haydn, 
with 84 quartets, perfected the 
form in the late 1700s, Mozart 
polished it, and Beethoven, writ- 
ing in the early 1800s, revolution- ‘ 
iz^ it, infusing many of his own 
17 quoncts with on experimental 
spirit. His last few were so auda- 
cious in harmonic, rhythmic and 
contrapuntal language they 
caused contemporary critics to 
state that they were products of 
the composer’s loss of hearing. 

What has fascinated composers 
about the quartet is how four 
strings can combine to reproduce 
music of exquisite detail, purity 
of tone and diverse textures and 
styles. Four strings provide a rich 
yet transparent four-part harmo- 
ny and the articulate interplay of 
musical themes. They also offer 
opportunities for little solos, duos 
and trios within the group. 

The great German poet Goethe 


compared the playing of a string 
quartet with “a conversation of 
four educated people.”

Ward hopes to repay 
mom by making NFL 


ATLANTA (AP) - When her 
marriage fell apart. Young Ward 
could have returned to South 
Kcoea. Instead, she remained io 
a country where she didn’t 
understand the language and 
everyone was a strarrger. 

When bills piled up, Ward 
could have given up. Instead, 
she worked whenever she could, 
sometimes two or three jobs at a 
time, and eventually saved 
enou^ to buy a car and a three- 
bedroom house in the Atlanta 
suburbs. 

For Word, no sacrifice was too 
great, no job too menial vrfaen it 
came to the guiding force io her 
life « her only child, Hines 
Ward. 

"I did the best I could," she 
said. "Whatever he needed, I 
tried to get it for him. That’s 
why I worked so hard. In my 
country, the child comes first. I 
always think of him fIrsL" 

Now it’s payback time. 

Hines Ward has graduated 
from the Universicy of (^r^a, 
and an NFL contract looms. He 
will be picked thU weekend in 
the NFL draft, perhaps in the 
second round. 

It's a Dcrve-wracking time 
because he can't wait to start 
providing for the 5I-year-oId 
woman who has dedicated her 
life to him. 

"I want to pay off the house 
and let her enjoy life," Ward 
said. "I want her to go out and 
buy some clothes. Since I’ve 
known her, she's bought maybe 
10 outfits. She's not a really big 
dresser. She’s always spading 
all her money on me. I think I’m 
going to buy her a couple of 
dresses for church." 

Young Ward met her son's 
father, Hines Ward Sr^ when he 
w*as stationed in Seoul during a 
stint in the U.S. Army. She 
became pregnant, the couple 
married and together they all 
moved CO the United States 
about a year after Hines Jr. was 
boriL 

The marriage didn't last, and 
Hines Jr. spent his first 10 years 
shuttling between bis mother in 
the Atlanta area and his pater- 
nal grandmother in Louisiana. 
His father, vrito is black, wasn't 
much of a factor in his life. 

Ward admits he was “pretty 
cruel” to his mother growing up, 
a youngster struggling to under- 
stand their cultural and racial 
differences. Plus, she often bad 
to work from dawn until the 
middle of the night in low-pay- 
ing jobs just to support her son.

Troubled past isn’t an immediate tum-ofF

DALLAS - If football skills 
were the only critciia, chances or 
c Corey Dillon would have spent 
his rooldc season with the Dallas 
Cowboys last year. 

A powerful relentless nnmer, 
Dillon broke the University of 
Washington's rushing yardage 
and touchdown records in his 
only Division I-A season. And the 
Cowboys were In the market for 
a young, reliable complement to 
Emmitt Smith. 

But Dillon also had what for- 
mer Cowboys’ Coach Bony Swit- 
zer described as a criminal rap 
sheet "a mUc long,” including an 
arrest for selling crack cocaine to 
an undercover police officer. 

So owner Jerry Jones reluc- 
tantly pulled Dillon's name off 
the Cowboys’ draft board last 
year, allowing him to fall to the 
Gadnnad Ben gals in the second 
round 

Baitcrcd.by nearly three years 
of player arrests and drug sus- 
pensions, Jones and the Cowboys 
decided to make character as 
much of a prerequishe as size 
and 40-yard dash times. 

Dillon, who set an NFL rookie 
rushing record, was joined on the 
Cowb^' cross-off Ust by Miami 
safety Tremoin Mock and South- 
ern Illinois tight end Damon 
Jones. 

"As tempting as those three 
-wex^erry basically.stQod up 
and said, 'Hey, let's not forget 
what we sold, that character is 
something that’s very impor- 
tant,"' said Calvin Hill the for- 
mer Cowboys’ running back who 
serves as the team’s behavioral 
consultant 

Whether the Cowboys’ empha- 
sis qn character was a one-year 
aberration or the first sign of a
